The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
contain a statement that all errors which are being corrected in the reissue application up to the 
time of filing of the oath/declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant.

Claims 
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The amendment filed on 5/08/06 failed to comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) (d) and (g). An 
amendment of a "new claim" (i.e., a claim not found in the patent, that was previously presented 
in the reissue application) must be done by presenting the amended "new claim' 5 containing the 
amendatory material, and completely underlining the claim. The presentation cannot contain any 
bracketing or other indication of what was in the previous version of the claim . This is because 
all changes in the reissue are made vis- a-vis the original patent, and not in comparison to the 
prior amendment. Although the presentation of the amended claim does not contain any 
indication of what is changed from the previous version of the claim, applicant must point out 
what is changed in the "Remarks" portion of the amendment. Hence, claims 16-33 need to be 
underlined in their entirety because they are new claims with respect to the original patent. 
Applicant is also required to point out the differences between the new claims and the original 
claims . See MPEP 1453. 

In addition, any deletion of the claim limitation in the original claims is required to be 
within brackets . Any new claim limitation needs to be underlined. Amendments are made with 
respect to the original patent. Fro example only, claims 1 and 5 need to be rewritten.
